Against this total, Russian, Brit- 
ish, Australian and United States 
losses of 30 planes were announced 
in the allied communiques, 

The heaviest toll was taken on 
the Russian front. The Russians 
said 102 German planes were shot 
down or destroyed on the ground 
on Saturday alone, and the Red 
Air Force was credited in a com- 
munique today. with knocking 
down four more. The Russians 
said they lost 16 planes. 

Japan suffered destruction of at 
least 27 of the 75 planesit sent 
against Ceylon Easter morning. 
The British, said five more Jap- 
anese planes probably were de- 
stroyed, and 25 were damaged. 

Twenty more Japanese planes 
were destroyed and others were 
damaged in the trading of aerial 
blows with United States and Aus- 
tralian fighting forces. Of these, 
11 were destroyed and 14 damaged 
in United States and Australian 
raids on Koépang, Duteh Timor, 
Saturday. Seven were destroyed 
in Japanese attacks on Darwin 
and Port Moresby the same day, 
and two others were shot down 
near Port Moresby Sunday. Three 
Allied planes were lost in the at- 
tacks. 

At Malta six Axis planes were 
shot ‘down, a seventh probably was 
destroyed; and six more were dam- 
aged during attacks by German 
and Italian planes Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Two’ planes were destroyed by 
the British in the Libyan Desert. 

Britain lost six planes in Malta 


‘and Libya and five more in the

Johnson talked for an hour this 
afternoon with Nehru and the Con- 
gress president, Maulana — 
Kalan Azad. 

Roosevelt’s Letter. 

Johnson, a former Assistant Sec- 
retary of War who heads a mission 
to build up India’s war industry 
potential and who in addition has 
been made a special minister to 
India, brought a letter from: Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for some one of 
India’s native leaders. 

Neither the.contents of the letter 
nor the identity of the leader to 
whom it is addressed hag been 
divulged. 

Johnson's meetings were the 
first of a series he has planned in 
what was described as an effort 
to familiarize himself with prob- 
lems heré and to see what can be 
contributed toward a solution.

Allied Shipping Attacked 
by Surface Vessels—Foe 
Loses 27 Planes in At 
sault on Colombo, Cey- 
lon. 


NEW DELHI, April 6 (AP). — 
Japanese bombers carried the war 
to India proper today by raids on 
two coastal cities north of Mad- 
ras, the British announced of- 
ficially. 

The planes were based on an 
aircraft carrier, operating with a 
Japanese task force in the Bay of 
Bengal, communique said. 

The ports attacked were Viza- 
pagatam and Cocanada, both cities 


of about 40,000 population on the 
coast of Madras Presidency, re- 
spectively about 400 and 300 miles 
northeast of Madras City. (Map 
on Page 2A). 

The British communique said 
Several attacks have been made 
against merchant ships in the Bay 
of Bengal by Japanese surface 
warships as well as aircraft. 

The raids followed closely on an 
attack Sunday on Colombo, Cey- 
lon, in which the British defend- 
ers shot down 27 planes and dam- 
aged 30 others. 

Vizagapatam has a British naval 
base with an excellent harbor al- 
though # lacks the importance of 
Trincomalee in Ceylon. It is from 
these two bases that the British 
would be in a position to take 
counteraction to forestall any Jap- 
anese landings in Eastern India, 
or to smash naval units in the 
Bay of Bengal. 

The raids on India and Ceylon 
were regarded by naval experts as 
the beginning of a Japanese ef- 
fort to smash the British naval 
bastions and protect the whole 
Japanese left flank from assault 
by sea or air. 

(In London, naval sources said 
it was believed that at least two 
Japanese aircraft carriers were in- 
volved in the Easter attack on Co- 
lombo, Ceyjon, and declared Brit- 
ish warships were scouring the 
Eastern Indian Ocean hunting for 
them.)

R. A. F. ON ALERT 
IN COLOMBO RAID 


COLOMBO, Ceylon, April 6 (AP). 
—Japan tried a sudden air blow 
on this island flank to India yester- 
day but alert defenses turned the 
attack, instead, into one of the 
sharpest air defeats the Japanese 
have suffered.

More than 20 witnesses are ex- 
pected to go to Washington to ap- 
pear on his behaif.

Aside Labor Board 


‘WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
Sit-down strikes on vessels docked 


in United States ports were out- 
lawed by the United States Su- 
preme Court today in a &to-4 de- 
cision which said that “a rebel- 
lion by seamen against their offi- 
cers on board a vessel anywhere 
within the Admiralty and Maritime 
jurisdiction of the United States 
is to be punishéd as mutiny.” 

Justice Byrnes delivered the 
opinion which, through the court's 
application of the Federal mutiny 
statute, set side a Labor Board or- 
der directing the Southern Steam- 
ship Co, of Philadelphia to rein- 
state seamen who went: on strike 
July 18, 1938, aboard the vessel 
City of Fort Worth, at Houston, 
Tex. 

Justice Byrnes asserted that the 
reinstatement order could not be 
applied because the seamen, by en- 
gaging in the sit-down strike, had 
violated the mutiny statute. 

The majority opinion overruled 
the Labor Board’s contention that 
the Wagner Labor Act permitted 
a reinstatement order even though 
the men had engaged in a sit-down 
strike. 

“The board,” Justice Byrnes as- 
serted, “has not been commissioned 
to effectuate the policies of the La- 
bor Relations Act so single-mind- 
edly that it may wholly ignore 
other and equally important con- 
gressional objectives.” 

Another provision of the board’s 
order, directing the company to 
bargain collectively with the Na- 
tional Maritime Union (CIO), was 
upheld. , 

Justice Reed wrote the dissent- 
ing opinion, in which Justices 
Black, Douglas and Murphy con- 
curred. 

Change Up to 

Justice Byrnes said that Con- 
gress, in the anti-mutiny legisla- 
tion, had outlawed such a _ strike 
and “if this mandate is to be 
changed it must be changed by 
Congress and not by the courts.” 

“Ever since men-have gone to 
sea,” the majority opinion said, 
“the relationship of master to sea- 
man has been entirely different 
from that of employer to employe 
on land. The lives of passengers 
and crew as well as the safety of 
ship and cargo are entrusted to 
the master’s care. Everyone and 
everything depend on him. He 
must command and the crew must 
obey. Authority cannot be divided.” 

Discussing the sit-down strike, 
Justice Byrnes said: 

“It may hardly be disputed that 
each of the strikers resisted the 
Captain and other officers in the 
free and lawful exercise of their 
authority and command .... or 
that they combined and conspired

“We cannot ignore the fact that 
this strike was unlawful from its 
very inception,” Justice Byrnes 
said, and “directly contravened the 
policy of Congress.” 

“It should be stressed,” the ma- 
jority opinion added, “that the view 
we have taken does not prevent the 
redress of grievances under the 
(Wagner) Act. At any time fol- 
lowing the certification of the NMU 
in January, 1938, the union and the 
board could have secured the as- 
sistance of the courts in forcing 
petitioner (steamship company) to 
bargain. 

“The importance of seeking such 
assistance promptly is strikingly 
illustrated in this case. Had the 
union and the board done so, the 
unfortunate occurrence at Hous- 
ton might have been averted. And 
what is more, nothing that we 
have said would prevent the union 
from striking, picketing or resort- 
ing to any other means of self- 
help, so long as the time and place 
it chooses do.not come within the 
express prohibition of Congress.” 

In the dissenting opinion, Jus- 
tice Reed said that the court had 
held previously that employes guil- 
ty of “criminal acts” in connec- 
tion with a sit-down strike were 
not eligible for reinstatement un- 
der the Wagner Act. 

“Nothing approaching such dis- 
order occurred here,” the dissent- 
ing opinion added. “The seamen’s 
conduct did not affect the safety 
of the vessel. The only evidence of 
violation of the statutes is that the 
orders to load were ignored. 

“We may assume, for this dis- 
sent, that this resulted in a viola- 
tion of the criminal statutes.

Supreme Tribunal Says 
Permit Granted by FCC 


Can Be Suspended Pend- 
ing Ruling on Validity. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).~ 
The United States Supreme Court 
ruled today that the United States 
Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia has power to stay ex- 
ecution of an order by the Federal 
Communications Commission which 
grants a radio station a construc- 
tion permit and a license, until a 
ruling is made on validity of the 
order, 

Justice Frankfurter delivered 
the 6to-2 decision, sought by the 


Court of Appeals itself on a con- 
troversy between Scripps-Howard 
Radio, Inc., licensee of radio sta- 
tion WCPO at Cincinnati, and ra- 
dio station WCOL at Columbus. 

Justices Douglas and Murphy dis- 
sented and Justice Black did not 
participate. 

Scripps-Howard Radio contended 
the commission, without notice to 
it or a hearing, authorized the Co- 
lumbus_ station to operate on 
WCPO’s frequency. The order was 
appealed to the Court of Appeals, 
and a stay order was sought. 

Scripps-Howard Radio said the 
six-Judge court was equally divid- 
ed on whether it had the power to 
grant a stay. The Court of Ap- 
peals then certified the question 
to the Supreme Court. 


respondent was not warranted in 
discharging any employe solely be- 
cause of the strike.

“The board found in each in- 
stance that the discharges were 
not for disobeying orders, but for 
striking; for peacefully, albeit un- 
lawfully, resorting to self-help in 
retaliation against denial of their 
rights.

Cripps canceled a press confer- 
ence set for tomorrow and with- 
held publication of the Congress 
proposals, this being taken as an 
indication, that negotiations are 
making progress.

Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell, Com- 
mander-in-Chief for India, also saw 
Nehru and Azad, presumably in an 
effort to effect a compromise on 
the issue of defense direction. 

The Indian press used the Jap- 
anese raid on Ceylon as a warn- 
ing to political leaders to bring 
negotiations to a speedy conclu- 
sion which would permit the mo- 
bilization of India’s 390;000,000 
people. Newspapers pointed out 
that the Japanese aim was to 
destroy harbors and suggested that 
India’s great ports—which are of 
paramount importance to the 
United Nations—may logically be 
the next targets. 

Mahasabha Group’s Warning. 

“If you depend on any Congress- 
Moslem league pact alone, to which 
the Hindu Mahasabha is not made 
a willing part, then you will be 
leaning on a broken reed,” warned 
Vinayak Damodar Savarkar, pres- 
ident of the Mahasabha, in a tele- 
gram to Cripps. 

“Such a pact can only alienate 
the largest part of the Hindus who 
would otherwise have welcomed 
the scheme if the vivisection-of- 
India clause had been omitted.” 

The reference by Savarkar, 
whose organization is one of the 
voices of the Hindu majority group, 
was to the plan to create possibly 
two Indian commonweéalths after 
the war, if necessary, because of 
the large Moslem minority.

LEXINGTON, Ky., April 6 (AP).—You have heard this before, 
but it bears repeating with the 1942 Kentucky Derby less than a 


month off. 
“Watch out for Bradley!” 

Col. E. R. Bradley, whose name 
seems ‘almost inevitably to figure 
in Derby forecasts, is aiming at 
his fifth triumph in the Churchill 
Downs classic this year with a 
black colt named Bless Me. 

Bless Me recently arrived at 
Bradley's Idle Hour Farm near 
here from Florida to get in shape 
for the Keeneland spring meeting 
and, of course, for the big race 
May 2 at Louisville. 

The knowing ones here in the 
Bluegrass State, aware ‘of Bless 
Me’s high standing in the Derby 
winter book, have been out to look 
him over, and declare they are fa- 
vorably impressed—mighty favor- 
ably impressed.

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Holiday Was Good, But 
Kiefer Was Even Better 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 6 
(AP).—If any swimmer hopes to 
beat handsome Adolph Kiefer, the 
greatest backstroke star of all 
time, he’d better not arouse the 


i; Chicagoan’s curiosity. 


A highly touted University of 
Michigan freshman, Harold Holi- 
day, innocently did it, and what 
happened should be a lesson to 
any future Kiefer challenger. 


Getting an idea that Holiday 
might be a serious threat to his 
long reign as the dorsal champion, 
the 1936 Olympic and meet title- 
holder, climaxed Saturday’s closing 
Sessions of the three-day National 
A. A. U. championships by twice 
smashing his own world record 
over the 150-yard distance, the sec- 
ond time with a sensational 1:30.5 
effort, more than two seconds bet- 
ter than his 1936 standard. 

Several hours earlier, the 23- 
year-old veteran of 21 A. A. U. title 
triumphs had slashed three-tenths 
of a second off his 1:32.7 and 
hardly anybody expected another 
titanic performance from him; 
that is, nobody but Kiefer, him- 
self, who it seems has quite a 
curiosity. 

Even before the championships, 
he had been anxious to learn 
something about Holiday, a great 
schoolboy star at Mercersburg 
Academy last year, but couldn't 
get very far. When Kiefer learned 
that Coach Matt Mann thought so 
much of Holiday that he was en- 
tering him as powerful Michigan’s 
sole representative in the meet, the 
champion could hardly contain 
himself, 

So it was with a great deal of 
curiosity that Kiefer asked Holiday 
about his time trials when they 
finally met, only to be told by the 
Wolverine cub that “it’s a secret.” 

Kiefer, masking his feelings, 
smiled and drawled, “Yup, and it’ll 
be a secret after the final is over.” 
It wasn’t quite, for the husky 
dark -horse from Ann Arbor really 
is good . He trailed the champion 
by four yards in 1:33.2, not bad at 
all, 


So good was Kiefer’s feat that it 
overshadowed a stunning 51 sec- 
onds 100-yard sprint by Bill Prew 
of Detroit, an aviation cadet on a 
furlough, which equaled the world 
record held by Johnny Weissmul- 


ler and Pete Fick, and virtually 
everything else in this spectacular 
meet, : 

Other highlights, briefly, in- 
cluded mighty Yale’s winning the 
team title with 59 points in which 
none of the 30 other odd squads 
were even close; the crowning of 
10 new champions; doubles by 
Kiefer and Kiyoshi Nakama, Ohio 
State freshman from Hawaii, and 
the smashing of various records in 
six of the nine races including a 
couple of relays.

Army Day Finds Notable Advance 
In U. S. Defenses, Says Maj. Eliot 


Since Fall of France, 


Been Developed.

MID ail the confusion, un- 
A certainty and troubles of our 
day-to-day existence, we do 
not always realize the very great 
advances that have been made in 
our fighting power during the last 
two years. 
This Army Day is a _ suitable 
occasion to make mention of the 
remarkable achievements of the 
Army since that terrible June of 
1940 when the fall of France be- 
gan to awaken the American peo- 
ple, to the real nature of the 
danger which confronted them. 
At that time, less, than two 
years ago, the Army possessed 
not a single fully-equipped com- 
bat division in the continental 
United States. There were on 
paper three infantry divisions of 
the Regular Army, composed of 
units in scattered posts, none of 
them anywhere near war strength, 
all of them lacking in equipment 
and incomplete in organization. 
There was one cavalry~-division in 
similar condition, 


Few Armored Troops. 


As for armored troops, we had 
only one brigade of mechanized 
cavalry and some scattered and 
incomplete tank units. Corps and 
Army troops did not exist. The 
air force suffered from the same 
ills of scattered detachments, 
lack of modern equipment, and in- 
complete higher organization. 
None of the over-seas garrisons 
possessed the numbers or equip- 
ment necessary for the proper 
discharge of their duties, though 
the forces at Hawaii and in Pan- 
ama were perhaps better off than 
the .rest of the Army in these 
respects. The War Department it- 
self was organized on a peace- 
time administrative basis and was 
almost completely lacking in the 
proper machinery for the com- 
mand and control of large-scale 
military operations. None of the 
18. National Guard Divisions was 
anywhere near complete in man 
power or equipment. 

All this is said in no spirit of 
criticism of those on whom the 
responsibility for the command 
and direction of ‘our Army had 
fallen. Successive Secretaries of 
War and successive Chiefs of 
Staff, one after another, had 
pointed out in their annual reports 
and in their testimony before com- 
mittees of the Congress the exist- 
ing defects, and the conditions 
which would have to be faced if 
an emergency came suddenly upon 
the nation. The reports of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, in particular, 
during his tour of duty as Chief 
of Staff from 1930-1935 appear in 
the light of subsequent events al- 
most as inspired military prophe- 
cies. That the advice so well given 
was not heeded is not the fault of

Almost Miraculous. 


What is important is to realize 
how very much, almost miracu- 
lously much, has been accom- 
plished since our people began to 
open their eyes to the facts, awak- 
ened by the ominous thunder of 
the fall of France. 

Today we have built up our 
over-seas garrisons in a chain of 
outposts extending in the Atlantic 
from Iceland to Dutch Guiana, and 
in the Pacific from Alaska through 
Hawaii to Australia. Behind those 
far-flung shields we have created 
a powerful Army. Only 21 months 
have passed since France went 
down, and in that time the almost 
non-existent fighting strength 
above described has been so tre- 
mendously expanded. that we 
could now put into the field, fully 
equipped and reasonably’ well 
trained no less than 27 infantry 
divisions, four armored divisions 
and two cavalry divisions, with all 
the necessary corps, army and 
GHQ troops, and we possess a re- 
placement system capable of keep- 
ing this force in operation. 

Our Army air forces have been 
enormously increased in strength, 
organization and striking power. 
Behind this immediately ready 
army, we are creating other forces 
more than. doubling the striking 
power already noted, and plans 
are under way for yet more to 
come, An officer training system 
has been established to provide 
leaders for the millions of young 
Americans who have been called 
and will be called into their coun- 
try's service.

The one usually accepted is a 
“member of a well recognized sect 
which has religious or other 
scruples against engaging in war 
in any form.” 

It won't do. There are too many 
different kinds of “konshies.” They 
start with those who will do any- 
thing to help their country in war 
except to pull the trigger of a gun 
aimed at an enemy. 

At the other end of the scale 
are those who wouldn’t stick a 
pole in the ground if they thought 
it would be used to grow a stalk 
of corn to feed a soldier. 

From another angle there real- 
ly are some who belong to very 
old religious pacifist sects (for 
there are such organizations) and 
others who are “konshies” in their 
own right and don’t belong to any 
sect at all, 


‘Protective Custody.’ 


These latter the law ‘does not 
protect, but, as a matter of policy, 
the Government does not treat 
them exactly as draft dodgers. Just 
the same, their lot is not a happy 
one. They are all in a kind of 
“protective custody.” 

The Government is right in not 
making martyrs out of any of 
them, but, with a few exceptions, 
they are a lousy lot. They accept 
the protection of their Govern- 
ment and their neighbors and the 
glory, and privilege of American 
citizenship for years on end but 
when the time comes to pay some- 
thing on account for it, their con- 
science won't let them. 

If it were a tax they had to 
pay (like all the rest of us), we 
would have no scruples about dis- 
training and selling their property 
and paying it for them.

There is, for instance, the story 
of a black night when Capt. Ar- 
thur Wermuth—the American offi- 
cer whose almost legendary ex- 
ploits caused him to be known as 
“the one-man army”’—was behind 
the Japanese lines on a_ typical 
scouting mission. 


He suddenly bumped into about 
20 shadowy figures, the first of 
whom raised a finger to his lips 
and murmured a warning 
“S-s-s-s-h-h!” Wermuth, realizing 
he had run into a Japanese patrol, 
made a similar gesture and replied 
“$-s-s-s-h-h!” 

Then he drew a firing pin from 
a grenade, pressed the missile into 
the hand of the Japanese, closed 
the man’s fingers and tiptoed away 
into the darkness with another ad- 
monishing “S-s-s-h-h-h!” The Jap- 
anese opened his fingers a moment 
or two later, releasing the firing 
mechanism, and... 


Scout Kills 11 With Bolo. 


There is the story of the Fili- 
pino scout who fell in behind a 
Japanese scouting party of 11 men 
marching along’ a trail in single 
file one night near Davao. The 
Filipino drew his bolo, lopped off 
the head of the nearest man and 
then cut the whole column down 
one by one from behind. 

It also was at Davao that an 
American Sergeant named May of 
the Thirty-first (apparently the 
Thirty-first U. S. Infantry) made 
a lone stand against a Japanese 
warship attempting to cover a

landing party. Equipped with a 
50-caliber machine gun mounted 
on a truck, May mowed down 
boatload after boatload of Japa- 
nese as they came ashore. : 


The warship finally shot the 
truck out from under him, but he 
came back with another and went 
to work again. It was estimated he 
accounted for at least 250 Japa- 
nese. He is understood to be still 
fighting somewhere in the Philip- 
pines. 


Writer Blown Off Dock. 


‘I have been trying to recall when 
I had my biggest scare during the 
campaign in Luzon. Frankly, I was 
scared every time there was a loud 
explosion nearby—and that was 
often. 

I probably was lucky to get out 
with nothing more serious than a 
broken hand, suffered while div- 
ing into a foxhole to escape ma- 
chine-gunning planes, and a few 
small scars—the result of: being 
blown off a dock at Corregidor by 
a shell. 


A stick of six bombs which ex- 
ploded about 50 yards away while 
I was visiting some Marine bud- 
dies in their trench at Corregidor 
also left me with one deaf ear— 
but it was partly bad before that. 


During the first frantic days in 
Manila after the war started there 
was considerable indiscriminate 
shooting in the streets, and Rus- 
sell Brines, of the Associated Press, 
and I had a narrow escape when 
a sentry fired a shot through the 
rear door of an automobile in 
which we were riding. 

On another occasion, while 
watching an air raid from the roof 
of a hotel, we were peppered with 
bullets by guards below who took 
us for “fifth columnists” trying to 
signal the Japanese.

With two Filipino reporters 
whom I can’t mention by name, 
because they are still in Manila, I 
found myself in the midst of a

The Synthetic Rubber Controversy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE current cover-up of the synthetic 

rubber shortage by castigating the 
Standard Oil Co., appears to be just 
that. 

The development of the most satis- 
factory synthetic rubber, at least for use 
in tire production, must be credited to 
German processes utilizing butadiene in 
the preparation of bun 8 and perbunan. 
In 1940, the work done by Germany 
was made available to the Standard Oil 
Co. under the cartel licensing system 
now under criticism. 

The development of butyl rubber pro- 
ceeded as a natural consequence of the 
previous basic work. Structurally butyl 
rubber and buna rubber are similar. 
The chief difference is that the buta- 
diene in Germany was derived from a 
limestone, coke and acetylene method of 
manufacture, but is available in the 
United States as a by-product of pe- 
troleum cracking. 

It was generally conceded by German 
chemists as well as other chemists that if 
petroleum were available, synthetic rub- 
ber derived therefrom would be cheaper 
to make. In view of the universally ad- 
mitted fact that Germany has no pe- 
troleum resources, it is difficult to see 
of what benefit the discovery of butyl 
rubber will be to the Reich. 

It would seem to me, the pertinent fact 
is that this country made no effort to set 
up any large-scale synthetic rubber 
plants, Mr. Egloff, of Universal Oil Prod- 
ucts Co., and an authority on petroleum 
production, has estimated that without 
lessening the production of gasoline, the 
‘petroleum industry can furnish about 53 
times the amount necessary of the raw 
material, butadiene, styrene and isobuty- 
lene, for the making of butyl rubber. 

In an article by Richard L. Stokes, he 
mentioned that butadiene was not avail- 
able in this country. The reference for 


most of my statements above, the Febru-’ 


ary, 1942, issue of the Journal of Indus- 
trial and Engineering Chemistry, pub- 
lished by the American Chemical Society, 
states that butadiene is available but on 
a small scale. There is no question 
. about being able to produce sufficient 
i quantities. 

I gi we stop running around 
yelling about the rubber shortage and 
get busy making synthetic rubber. There 
has been some inference in the stories 
concerning the rubber shortage to the ef- 
fect we are pledged to resume purchases 
from England and Holland when the 
East Indies are again under their con- 
trol. If a scorched-earth policy has been 
followed, and the fact that it requires 
seven years to produce a rubber tree, 
will be in a very sorry fix if we must 
wait for East Indian rubber.

There are, it may be, many months of fiery 
trial and sacrifice ahead of us.

There were trials and sacrifices in the war of 
1917-18; and there are even greater trials and sacri- 
fices ahead in this war. Because of the peace treaty’s 
mistakes, because even more savage autocrats than 
before were permitted to rise, the United States, 
though better prepared than in April, 1917, now is 
engaged in a two-front war against two powerful 
foes and their satellites. 

In observance of today’s grim anniversary, the 
nation’s great and growing military power is pass- 
ing in review before the citizens who fill its ranks 
and provide its upkeep. This is Army day, and 
throughout the country soldiers are marching, tanks 
are rumbling along, powerful guns are on display, 
mighty bombers are making demonstration flights. 

The nation is seeing tangible evidence today of 
what has been achieved since all-out war became 
its necessity and its creed. There are encouraging 
reports, too, not only from the training camps, but 
from the factories where the indispensable weapons 
of mechanized war are being forged on round-the- 
clock schedules. 

Donald Nelson, the War Production Chief, warns 
against “easy optimism,” but conveys the good news 
that the nation’s seemingly impossible schedule of 
aircraft production is being more than fulfilled, and 
says the same is true in other types of manufacture. 

And from the battle fronts today, in almost every 
sector, come reports that the United Nations at last 
are beginning to have enough fighting planes to ap- 
proach, if not yet overcome, the aviation strength 
that gave their enemies the power to achieve victory 
after victory in the months past. 

From Australia, Ceylon, the Philippines, Burma, 
Russia and the Continent come dispatches of aerial 


There is promise of greater things to come in the 
fact that in many of these engagements, our side 
at last took the offensive. 

A total of 18 Japanese planes destroyed and 
20 damaged is the record made by American and 
Australian airmen in two days of fighting that in- 
cluded fending off attacks and raiding the enemy’s 
island bases, 

In Ceylon, where the Japs staged what may have 
been conceived as another Pearl Harbor surprise 
attack, they were beaten off with a loss of 27 planes, 
probable loss of five more and damage to 25. Of 
the planes destroyed, 25 were accounted for by 
British fighter craft. 

The Russians report 102 Nazi planes shot down 
or destroyed in less than two weeks of. fighting on 
the central front. 

Evidenc@ of growing British air power comes in 
the news that more than 300 RAF bombers last 
night smashed hard at German arms plants in the 
Rhineland and the Paris area. It is little more than 
@ year ago that Hitler was sending fleets of this 
great size to bomb Britain, but now the tables are 
turning. 

All this good news is proof of what can be 
achieved by rushing production of that potent 
weapon, the bombing plane. It emphasizes the need 
for pushing its manufacture to the limit, for elimi- 
nating every last bottleneck of the nature pointed 
out in the last few days by the Truman Committee 
and other observers. 

Bombing planes alone cannot win the war, but 
they can inflict costly damage upon our enemies and 
slow up their progress until the other parts of 
America’s great miltiary machine are swung into all- 
out action. 

We can feel encouraged by today’s Army day dis- 
plays, and by news from the fronts, but we cannot 
relax a moment, Our enemies still hold great ad- 
yantages, and it will require a Herculean effort to 
smash them back. 
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EAST SIDE SMOKE. 

Smoke Commissioner Tucker has made an analysis 
of the Weather Bureau’s figures on the prevalance 
of smoke in St. Louis in the last three heating 
seasons. While it has been generally understood 
that St. Louis smoke palls really are Hast St. Louis 
palls, it is no longer possible, in the light of these 
figures, to have any doubts at all about thig. Also, 
it is no longer possible to have any doubts that this 
source is becoming increasingly serious. 

It is interesting to note that, before the enactment 
of the ordinance, St. Louis was its own worst enemy. 
Far and away most of the sméke that plagued its 
people came from their own factories and furnaces. 
But, that is now a matter of history. The change 
wrought by the ordinance was revolutionary. 

Today the East Side remains as the chief offender. 
Because of increased industrial activity, it is becom- 
ing worse. In a sense, St. Louis can’t do anything 
about this. The communities on the other side of 
the river are not only outside its corporate limits, 
but they are also in another State. These arbitrary 
boundaries and divisions in an area that really is 
one great community are one of the anachronisms 
of modern cities. New York and Boston have been 
able to solve the problem—for specific purposes, at 
least—by the creation of such bodies as the Port of 
New York Authority and the Boston Metropolitan 
District. The application of this formula in con- 
nection with smoke might well become one of the 
long-range objectives of the anti-smoke campaign,: 
even though the immediate obstacles may seem 
unsurmountable, 

A more direct attack is possible through an appeal

dustrial smoke presents relatively easy engineering 
problems. For the time being, priorities and other 
war problems may stand in the way, but, in the 
long run, there is no reason why Hast Side plants 
cannot do what Union Electric has already under- 
taken to do at Cahokia, Failure to follow this ex- 
ample would indicate a public-be-damned attitude 
which would not redound to the good of any firm 
seeking orders on this side of the river.

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GOOD REPORTS FROM LABOR-MANAGEMENT COMMITTEES. 

Donald Nelson’s plan to speed up pfoduction by 
the appointment of labor-management committees 
is bearing fruit. These committees pool their ener- 
gies and ideas to the end that plants operate with 
maximum speed and efficiency. Typical of the mes- 
sages the WPB is receiving is one from the Middle- 
town (0.) division of the American Rolling Mill Co., 
which says that, at midnight, March 31, “all pre- 
vious monthly production records in the history of 
this 31-year-old steel plant were smashed by blast 
furnace, open hearth and blooming, bar and strip 
departments ... Men did a grand job.” 

Another comes from the labor-management com- 
mittee of the Weirton (W. Va.) Steel Co., informing 
the WPB that the production of steel ingots for 
March exceeded the previous record set in October, 
1939, Republic Steel reports that its Warren (0.) 
blast furnace produced what is believed ‘to be an all- 
time world’s record of blast furnace production in 
any one month—41,851 tons. 

Management and men in America’s great war in- 
dustries are remembering Pearl Harbor. The talents 
which made this country the world’s leader in mass 
production are being turned to provide our Army 
and Navy with the means to fight.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
VERY time I open a newspaper or 
turn on the radio, some excited eol- 
umnist or commentator is telling me 
that I, and 130 million other plain, garden- 
variety Americans, don’t know there’s a 
war on. I think it is time some of us 
plain folk “cracked back.” 

The facts just don’t bear out the opin- 
ions of these nimble-wits who seem to feel 
they have a corner on the country’s 
patriotism, as well as on its editorial, po- 
litical, economic and military genius. Get- 
ting down to cases, a good many of us 
p folk knew we were in this war long 
before some of these columnists did. What 

more, we know WHY we are in it— 
and that is something which some of this 
excited gentry still haven’t figured out. 

Maybe they want us to hire more bands, 
march in parades, wave more flags. 

It isn’t enough for these ladies and gen- 
tlemen of the press and radio that we plain 
folk just take a couple more notches in 
our belts and go off to work in the morn- 
ing dark on train and bus and trolley car; 
that we take our smaller earnings and, 
despite high living costs, find money some- 
where for war bonds and stamps; that we 
shut down our businesses and convert 
them for war production, fold them up 
for the duration without complaint and go 
out to look for defense jobs; that we sign 
up for the draft or go down and enlist 
and ship off to Alaska and Iceland and the 
Far Pacific: without any ballyhoo whatever. 


Maybe they are so used to the sound 
and fury of their own voices that they 
don't understand the silence of a cold and 
gtim determination. We plain folk are 
thinking long, these days, about the rea- 
sons we are in this war. We are remem- 
bering the last war, too, and starting to 
plan how we can win the peace that fol- 
lows this one. 

It's nearly a quarter-century since, at the 
ripe age of 18, I set out to hunt U-boats 
in a wood-hulled sub-chaser with a speed 
of 15 knots, In those days, several million 
of us believed in the things for which we 
had gone to war. We believed in the right 
of small nations to ‘live, unhampered by 
the terror of aggression. We believed our 
civilization had advanced to the point 
where war “as an instrument of national 
policy” was no longer necessary. We be- 
lieved in a world made safe for democracy, 
and we were out to do the job, 

We had a leader in those days who had 
a plan for winning the peace that followed 
the war. He was a man of vision who 
knew the importance of winning that 
peace. But before most of us who fought 
the war had even a chance to vote, his 


' 


plan was sabotaged by the smart politicians 


of Europe and America.

Those who accuse Americans of not knowing a war is on don’t 
recognize grim and silent deterrfiination, reader says; the plain 


war and the peace; believes America’s 


failure to join League of Nations is partly to blame for this conflict. 


It is obvious that I speak of Woodrow 
Wilson and the League of Nations. 
Whether you believed in the League or not, 
I challenge any.man to stand up and re- 
fute this statement: Had the United 
States, with all its wealth and power and 
resources, not only joined this League 
which it had proposed but become its 
leader, this war might never have taken 
place. 

Now we are at war again. We are at 
war, at least in large measure, because we 
lost the peace that followed the last war. 
We are at war because, as every American 
knows in the depths of his being, there are 
human ideals which are of greater impor- 
tance than human life itself. We are at 
war because a time arrives when a man 
must stand up and fight—and die, if need 
be—for the liberty and justice without which 
life is not worth living, 
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We knew this years ago when Japan vio- 
lated Manchuria and later raped Nanking. 
We knew it when young Mussolini gloried 
in the beauty of bombs bursting in defense- 
less Ethiopian villages and when democracy 
made its stand in Spain against the forces 
of Fascism. We knew it as we watched the 
unbelievable persecution of the German 
Jews by Hitler’s inhuman executioners. But 
life in America was soft and easy for many 
of us, so we turned our faces away and 
said this was no responsibility of ours. 

Today and for many days to come, we 
will pay the penalty for that indifference. 

By great good fortune, we fight once 
more behind a leader who clearly sees the 
long-range objectives, who knows and un- 
derstands the aspirations of the plain 
American people and who has a plan for 
winning the peace. —— 

We, the plain people of America, will 
fight and win this battle. 

We shall win this war, without shouting 
and with the full knowledge that the utmost 
our victory offers is the chance to build a 
better world—a chance to win the peace 
and to redeem our failure at the end of 
World War I. Nothing is plainer today to 
‘the people of America than that on this 
basis alone will we have won this war.

Pvt. Robert F. Burns, serving 
with an infantry regiment in the 
Philippines, has been wounded se- 
riously for a second time since 
the outbreak of the Japanese war, 
hig parents, Mr. and Mrs. Sam- 
uel N. Burns, 120 West Monroe 
avenue, Kirkwood, have been no- 
tified by the War Department. He 
is 19 years old, 

A message received today said 
that Pvt. Burns, a former Kirk- 
wood High School student, had 
been wounded in action the second 
time March 27. Previous telegrams 
had told of his serious injury Jan. 
21 during fighting on the Bataan 
Peninsula and his subsequent re- 
covery, enabling him to report for 
duty again March 11. 

Burns’ only letter to his parents 
since the war began, dated Feb. 6, 
mentioned nothing about his first 
wounds. He wrote: 

“All is well and good so far. Not 
much has been happening, but I 
will have some stories to tell you 
when I get back. The day I get 
home I want you to have the big- 
gest meal ready that you can fix. 
Anything will do except corned 
beef and rice . . You probably 
know more about what is happen- 


ing here than I do. Our regiment 


has kept the Japs worried ever | 
since we contacted them.” . 4

September and sailed for Hawaii | 


the next month. He wrote his 
parents from Hawaii Nov. 4 and 
they did not know he was in the 
Philippines until they received the 
message telling of his first injury. 


ROOSEVELT TELLS NEGROES 
JOBS FOR THEM ARE OPENING 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
A letter from President Roosevelt 
to the Fraternal Council of Negro 
Churches saying that the Commit- 
tee on Fair Employment Practice 
is “making vigorous efforts to 
eliminate discrimination based on 
race, creed, color or national ori- 
gin” was made public yesterday by 
the National Negro Congress. 

The letter, written in reply to 
one from the council, said the com- 
mittee appointed by a presidential 
order last June, had held public 
hearings “which have sharply 
brought to the notice of war con- 
tractors their obligation to elimi- 
nate evidences of discrimination in 
employment.” 

Roosevelt also said: 

“There has been considerable 
progress in opening training -~-d 
working opportunities for Negroes 
in war industries. I look for an 
acceleration of this improvement 
as the demand for labor in our war 
industries increases and as the 
Committee on Fair Employment 
Practice develops its means for 
meeting specific situations. 

“At my direction, the armed serv- 
ices have taken numerous steps to 
open opportunities for Negroes in 
the armed forces of our country 
and they are giving active consid- 
eration to other plans which w"' 
increase that participation.”

Of Neglecting 
Child's Teeth

HE strength of a nation rests 
upon the health of the in- 
dividuals within it. Health rests 
on nutrition, and the first step in 
the feeding of the body is the 
chewing of its food. That requires 
teeth. 
The health of teeth rests upon 
the nutrition of the mother carry- 
ing the unborn child. She must 


eat the foods that nourish the 


baby’s teeth. This is a matter for 
the physician who attends her. 
He will tell her what to eat and 
what to avoid eating, for the 
health of her child. 

Granted then that the baby 
comes into the world with sound 
teeth in the making. Now the 
mother feeds him the foods that 
build up the teeth. and allow them 
to come through in good shape. 
She is careful to keep the child’s 
mouth clean, his teeth free of de- 
posits of food. The nurse and the 
physician instruct her about this, 
too. 

By and by. the child has his full 
set of baby teeth, lovely shining 
little things that look like rows 
of pearls. Mother is busy. The 
baby begins demanding food he 
likes, refusing what he doesn’t 
care for so much. He does not 
clean his teeth and rinse his 
mouth and mother forgets about 
it, being occupied with the next 
child, and the aE Cet

THE TEETH BEGIN to decay 
and somebody notices it and 
speaks about it and mother is like- 


ly to say, “Just baby teeth. He'll — 


get new ones.” The precious molars 
go bad and have to be pulled out. 
And these, once lost, are lost for- 
ever. 

Baby teeth must have care. 
They must be gently brushed, and 
the mouth rinsed twice a day at 
least. When cavities appear — 
and they will—the child should 
go to the dentist who will take 
care of them. When these teeth 
get loose they ought to be taken 
out; if the mother cannot do that 
the dentist must. 

No sixth-year molars should be 
allowed to go bad. They should 
be guarded with special care, for 
they must stay where they are as 
long as their possessor lives or he 
will lose their chewing . surfaces. 
This chewing surface is necessary 


for the thorough chewing of food 


and that chewing is the first step 
toward healthy nutrition. 
x « * 


WHEN THOSE FIRST molars 
are lost the child has lost, forever, 
the chewing surface his growth de- 
mands. No falso tooth ever takes 
the place of a real one. It helps, 
but it is a makeshift and a nui- 
sance. Children can be spared 
loss and expense and inconven- 
iece if their parents will attend 
to their first teeth. 


In the past dentists were not 
especially .pleased to attend to 
children. They had not been 
trained for that work, and it does 
require training and experience 
to minister to a child of 6 and 
under. Now dentists are trained 
for this work and any mother can 
find one who will clean, fill and 
straighten the young child’s teeth. 
This work is essential. 

Maybe you cannot give your 
daughter a string of pearls, but 
you can give her something more 
precious, a set of sound teeth. 
Your boy would rather have a 
mouthful of his own teeth, 32 of 
them, on his twenty-first birthday, 
than a gold watch. He can buy 
the watch, but only his mother 
can give him those precious teeth.

Miss Sallie had an instant com- 
passion for young people denied 
the things she thought everybody 
should have, 


For instance, once, during the 
first World War, a group of Mur- 
freesboro boys was leaving for 
Army duty. Friends and relatives 
crowded around them at the depot, 
waiting for the train. Miss Sallie, 
as was to be expected, was there, 
too, although no one close to her 
was in the departing group. She 
saw that every soldier had his own 
little group about him saying fare- 
well, but_one. This boy, known 
about Murfreesboro as somewhat 
of a rough character, waited alone, 
leaning against a post. Miss Sallie, 
saying that the boy needed a 
mother at a time like that, appoint- 
ed herself this boy’s mother, talk- 
ed to him until the train came, 
and kissed him good-by as he got 
on board, 

There’s something similar be- 
tween this and the incident when 
Jean, on one of her sea trips, 
found that one of the sailors 
aboard was from Murfreesboro. She 
talked to him, learned his mother’s 
name and address. And when she 
reached home, weeks later, she 
went straight to the boy’s mother, 
who lived in the “Bottoms,” a poor 
district, and told her about seeing 
her son, and how he looked, and 
how he was getting along. 

During the World War infld- 
enza epidemic, scores of sol- 
diers training in Murfreesboro 


’ were taken ill, and they were quar- 


tered at the Tennessee State Col- 


where she still keeps her member- 
ship and where the pastor, the 
Rev. Dri E. W. Williams, has said 
prayers for her safety since the 
war started. She is a member of 
the U. D. C. and the D. A. R. 


In all her travels, Murfreesboro 
was always home to Jean Marie 
until her marriage.’ In Murfrees- 
boro, she lived quietly, sticking 
rather close to her family and near 
friends. While away, she kept 
in touch with home. During the 
long stay at Manila before she was 
married, she sometimes took ad- 
vantdge of the services of “ham” 
radio operators and sent messages 
to her family that way. 


After her marriage, she ex- 
changed letters regularly with her 
friends. at home. And dresses she 
no longer wanted found their way 
back to Murfreesboro, and some of 
the clothes and baby things out- 
grown by her own son, Arthur, 
now 4 years old, are right now 
being worn by Murfreesboro chil- 
dren. 

Right on up. until Dec. 7, she 
ordered cosmetics from her favorite 
Murfreesboro druggist, and also 


placed her magazine subscriptions 
through him. 

The home folks in Murfrees- 
boro, desperately anxious about 
her safety during the months 
she was at Corregidor, scanned ev- 
ery war account eagerly for men- 
tion of her name. Word of her 
comparative safety in Australia 
brought general relief. 

Murfreesboro, which claims 
among its other famous folks 
Sportswriter Grantland Rice, 
youngest Morgan partner Henry 
Alexander, and authors Andrew 
Lytle and Ed Bell, definitely takes 
pride in the news importance of 
its Jean Marie Faircloth. That im- 
portance has be realized fully 


since the Nashville .newspapers: 


sought comment from her friends 
when a new variety of sweet-pea 
was named for Mrs. MacArthur, 


“burned up” her friends in 

Murfreesboro. That was a 
story in a New York newspaper 
which said that Jean had few boy 
friends and that the General was 
her first serious beau. Her friends 
would have it known that Jean all 
her life, was about the most popu- 
lar girl in town, was always con- 
sidered just about the most desir- 
able “catch,” got the best rush at 
dances, had more beaus than you 
could shake a stick at, and could 
have been married a score of times 
if she’d wanted to accept. 

Jean Marie’s friends at home, 
who had remarked all along that 
if and when, she did marry, it 
would be a good match, were not 
as surprised as they might have 
been at her marriage to Gen. Mac-
